Justed. 

At the time the discussions on this 
point took place at a meeting in Vic¬ 
toria, I threw out the suggestion that 
a conference of the executive of the B 
C. F- A., Vancouver and District, and 
our own be held for the purpose of 
drawing up a new constitution for the 

B. C. F. A., and the subsldjng associa¬ 
tion to also make new constitutions so 
as not to conflict with the B. C. F. A. 
constitution. I believe that both these 
bodies were written to, asking that at 
their annual meetings soon to be held 
no amendments be made, bi}t.to wait 
until the suggested conference Is held;

THE ANTARCTIC. 


Dr. William B. Brueo. of the Scottish 
Oceanographical laboratory, is now 
planning a new Scottish expedition to 
the Antarctic. Dr. Bruce suggests 
following hnd extending the deep-sea 
Investigations made by. the Scotia in 
the South Atlantic, Weddell, and Bls- 
cne sea* 

The work, mainly oceanographical, la 
divided Into three part*: Firstly, a 
thorough investigation of the South 
Atlantic Ocean and islands south of 40 
degrees south; secondly, similar Inves¬ 
tigations In the Weddell and Blscoe 
seas, Including the mapping out of the 
limitations of those seas by the coast¬ 
line of Antarctica, knd. thirdly, to In- 
veetigate the lands adjacent to the 
Weddell and Blscoe seas, and to make 
an attempt to cross the Antarctic con¬ 
tinent r ■. 

Dr. Bruce estimates that an expedi¬ 
tion fitted out with one ship of about 
250 ton# register and thirty-six men, 
including six scientists, would cost 
some 2206,000. Additional funds, includ¬ 
ing ths cost of a second ship would 
be required to carry out efficiently the 
project for the exploration of the land.

The Chief Justice thus apportioned 
damages: Robert Bryce, $10,000 and

father and mother; Engineer Dean, of 
the Chehalts, $1,500; Mr. Crawford, 
$4,000 for the loss of his eon; Capt. 
House, of the Chehalls, $2,000, If en¬ 
titled to damages in an admiralty case 
pending the suit of the Union Steam¬ 
ship Company against the C. P. R. for 
the value of the ChehalTk. * 

Counsel for the <\ P. R. stated that 
Crawford had abandoned his appeal, 
and was therefore not entllted to re¬ 
ceive the amount now nwarded. v The 
company's counsel also asked for and 
obtained leave to appeal direct to the 
privy council. 

In Green vs. the World newspaper, 
the Full court also set aside the deci¬ 
sion of Mr. Justice Clement and 
granted Mr. Green a new trial, with 
costs of his successful appeal? costs of 
the first trial to abide the result of the 
second trial. In this Mr. Justice Mor¬ 
rison agreeing to the order for a new 
trial. The case will likely be carried to 
the 8upreme court at Ottawa. 

The court dismissed the appeal of 
the attorney-general against the re¬ 
cent decision hold that the Natal 
Act did not apply to Hindus. The 
Chief Justice said that the Dominion 
government by excluding certain 
classes had thereby dealt with all, 
and had said In effect that all others 
should be permitted to land. They 
had covered the whole field, and no 
provincial legislature had any right to 
further legislature regarding Immigra¬ 
tion. “I may add,*' said the Chief Jus¬ 
tice. “that the Dominion government 
is expending a large sum of money 
annually In encouraging immigration."

The lecturer went to Toronto on the 
Invitation of the Toronto Branch of the 
Ontario Fish and Game Protective As¬ 
sociation. Chief Justice Falconbrldg*. 
1 *resldent of the association, acted as 
chairman. and Introduced Dr. Horna¬ 
day. He also spoke briefly of the In¬ 
ception, growth and aims of the asso¬ 
ciation, and paid a tribute to the men 
who had been instrumental in making 
It a reality and a success, among them 
Mr. Kelly Evans, Mr. Edward Harris 
and Mr. John M&ughari. 

Dr. Hornaday, In opening, said the 
splendid audience was a fine compll- 
m®nt to a great cause, the preserva¬ 
tion of wild life. He said he came, not 
to present arguments In favor of the 
cause of preservation, for all were 
agreed, upon that, but to present a- 
blrd's-eye view of the whole situation. 
In this general survey, the 1 first Im¬ 
pression was the wild creatures being 
driven to the Wail—killed ofT faster 
(hap they could multiply. This, of 
course, wopld mean their ultimate de¬ 
struction. It was a grand thing tp see 
England away ahead of the United 
States In the matter of preservation. 
In Alaska they had great difficulty in 
rreserving the wild creatures, while in 
South Africa there was a whole string 
of preserves from north to south. 

The necessity for the protection of 
wild life was now generally conced¬ 
ed. In civilized countries the day of 
unlimited, unrestricted killing had 
gone by. because guns and gunners 
had Increased In such enormous num¬ 
bers that if let alone, slaying and 
to slay. In about ten years’ time the 
wild life of every accessible region 
would be utterly and entirely swept 
away. In the United States alone 
about 500.000 shot guns are sold an¬ 
nually. while the number of shot 
cartridges fired each year In the

‘Thinking that has spoiled a lot of 


a proper stock of game, and It should 
be prohibited by laws and by public 
sentiment. In the settled and civilized 
regions of North America, there was 
no real necessity for the consumption 
of wild game for human food; nor any 
good excuse for the sale of game for 
food purposes. An Indian now had no 
more right to kill wild game or to sub¬ 
sist upon it all the year round than 
any white man In the same locality. 

"A game-butcher Is an undesirable 
citizen.” said the lecturer. The high¬ 
est purpose which the killing of wild 
game and game fishes can hereafter 
be made of service Is In furnishing ob¬ 
jects to overworked man for camping 
and tramping trips In th* wilds. If 
rightly conserved, the game constitutes 
a valuable asset to the country which 
possesses it. 

"An ideal hunting trip consists of a 
good comrade, fine country, and a very 
few trophies per hunter. The best 
hunter Is the man who finds the most 
game, kills the least, and leaves be¬ 
hind him no wounded animals. The 
killing of female hoofed animals, save 
for special preservation, should be pro¬ 
hibited by stringent laws. 

"An animal that has been photo¬ 
graphed should never be killed, unless 
previously wounded In the chase." 

Dr. Hornaday then referred to game 
preserve* Aside from their scientific 
'value as observation grounds, and as 
a means of preserving wild species 
from extermination, every preserve be¬ 
came In time a natural reservoir of 
game. Wherever man declared a game 
presreve, the wild animals quickly 
found It out. and adjusted their lives 
accordingly. He Instanced Yellowstone 
Park, now housing 30,000 elk. 1,500 an¬ 
telope, and 200 mountain sheep, as an 
instance of preservation. 

He said that in British Columbia 
preservation was needed for the big 
game. From the great Kootenay coun¬ 
try the elk and mula deer had been al-' 
m.osted exterminated, and the moun¬ 
tain sheep were going fast, and It was 
rot the sportsman so much as the real-" 
dents who were doing the damage. 

He then pointed out that Canada 
needs sanctuaries for water fowl and 
gamo birds. The United States had 
already taken action In this regard. 

An area in British Columbia con- 
raining 466 square miles, would likely 
be set aside within this year, for tho 
preservation of game. This tract is 
named Goat Mountain Park. 

The lecturer here announced that he 
would take his auditors through this 
region and show them many of the an¬ 
imals face to face, as photographed in 
their homes, by himself and party, in 
the carrying out of this promise he ex¬ 
hibited fifty slides projected on a 
screen, Illustrative of the scenery and 
the denizens of the region. They were 
a most remarkable set of pictures, no¬ 
tably tho®.; of a mountain goat photo¬ 
graphed within four feet of a camera, 
on the beetling side of a cliff, 

Lieutenant-Governor Sir Mortimer 
ClArk moved a vote of thanks to the 
learned lecturer, and in the course of 
hls remarks lauded the alms of the 
association.

The report also said that the press 
of Victoria was entitled to the gratlude 
of the members of the organization, 
and referred to the necessity of the 
establishment of a central organiza¬ 
tion for Canada, and concluded:

They were promptly turned back by the 
French police. The Belgian authorities 
apprised of what had happened, refused 
to allow the wanderers to re-enter their 
territory.

tive frontiers, prepared, if necessary, 
to expel the Intruders by force. 

'—The gypsies found themselves- on a 
piece of neutral ground between the 
boundary lines of the two countries, 
and here they pitched their camps. As 
they were practically destitute, the 
French and Belgian authorities had to 
come to their -assistance, and so pre¬ 
vent them from dying from cold or 
starvation. In the winter they built 
the refugees shelters and huts, and 
provided them with fuel, food and 
light. 

Meanwhile, the gendarmes on guard 
were drawing extra pay. and there was 
no telling how long this ludicrous sit¬ 
uation would have lasted If It had not 
been for the action of the nomads 
themselves. They were very comfort¬ 
able In their quarters, but they would 
not submit to being besieged forever. 
Recently they got together their horses 
and caravans and then qui&tly waited 
their chance. It came one night. 

In Intense darkness, and during a 
heavy downpour of rain, the gypsies 
stole quietly out of their huts, and in 
twos and threes and singly they stole 
unperceived between the lines of the 
investing gendarmerie and vanished. | 

Morning dawned, and the astonished 
watchers, surprised at seeing no signs 
of life In the gypsy encampment, made 
a search. The only living creature, how¬ 
ever, was an ancient-looking dog. which 
the gypsies bad abandoned lest Its 
bark should betray them. 

The French authorities, at all events, 
are not sorry that the end hag been 
reached.
